went to live in a low red house on a 

hill near Fredericksburg.

Mr. Washington, in a rage, for the 

bark of the tree bad been oul It 

smdi a way that one eonld not hope 
f0v frotl "s The Small boy 

te forth In a brave way: 'I did |£ 

pa.

Washington was so 
Htruek by this show ot truth on the 
part Of hit sou that his rage left 
blm, and be felt more proud than 

be bad been of his boj 

lOrge, from the time he was quite 
a small lad, kept a book In whirh be 

own all the thlogt that took 

place In bis life- When Q*0rg6 was 

I man in yeara ho took barge 

,me hoops lent out to h -ve his 

Slate from tbe bands of lleree In 
.s and Ihe hosts of French who 
•lit to steal more land. One 
th of all the State troept were 

put In bis rhnrtre, ano for his 

in ibli line be got a email pay that In 

our day would scarce be thought 
that a alrong man could liv 

[te did a gi .1 of bard work 

to train Ins men in the light **J fOT 
the fl^ht. He had just got his men 
so that they could well cope with the 



foe, when word came from the bead 
of the Stale that bade him start on a 
new task It had been heard that 
the French and Indians had ^one to 
work to build foils in a long line on 
the Ohio. To Hud out if this was 
SO, Washington was sent to the front 
with a note to the chief mm of the 
French troops. TtlOOtfh it was cold 
and bleak, young Washington did 
not shrink at the task set for him. 
He well knew at Ihe time thai most 
of the way would lead through dark 
woods by bad roads for miles and 
miles, hut he did not flinch. Wash 
ington had four men with him when 
he made the start — a guide to show 
him the way and one who know 
how (0 speak French, with two men 
to guard the 1 1 goods and to do all 
the kinds of work there might be on 
hand. A hard time they had of it 
at Hist, as their way led through 
swamps and mire. 

At last they found the fort of 
which they were in search. Here 
Washington had a long talk with 
the chief of the French troops, who 
was a man who had been long in 
wars. Though kind, he was very 
firm when his rltfhtS were at stake. 

Oeotge did not gain much by 
his trip, as he was told thai the 
French had all the land round 
under their thumbs. They had 
sent out Word to seize all men 
found at large who did not prove 
they were friends. When Wash- 
ington got the note he was to lake 
back, he made his wav with his 
men homo once mote. It was more 
cold than when they had mad** their 
start, for the snow and ice lay 
thick on held and stream, and it 
was hard to get through it all At 
one time they bad to Cord a stream 
by means of a raft, and Washing- 
ton made a slip from the damp 
logs. If he had not been caught 
by one of his men, he might have 
lost his life. 

The way in which Washington had 
done his task won him much praise, 
and the head of his Slate went ho 
far as to make a note of his act 
the King of England. He was at 
once made a colonel, and two bands 
Of troops were put in his ehaige to 
stop the French who sought to seize 
m<»re land As George Washington 
had no gold with which to pay his 
men, and as the Slate did not. try 
to help him, it was not strange that 
in his first fight he did not win the 
day, though he strove hard ami well 
to turn the tide. The bead of the 
French troops praised C4eorge ami 
his men for the brave way in which 
they bad fought, and his own State 
at once sent him some gold to pay 
his troops. It was not long from 
this time that George took charge 
of a part of the troops of General 
Braddook. This was thought at 
the time to be quiet a high poet, »o 
von may ho sure he was not long in 
doubt if he should take it. 

It was in the month of June, 1755, 
that tin* troops made their way to 
Fort Duquesne, where I hey were to 
stay. They had scarce been on the 
road a day when Washington fell 
, but he kept up like a brave 
man, and in spile of his friends 
would much at the head of Itis men. 

Washington knew so well the 
t ticks of the shrewd foe they had to 
deal with, that he wished Braddook 
to let him take the lead with those 
men who knew the Indian's ways 
best ; but he would not. Braddork 
had cause soon to know his course 
had been wrong, for the woods were 
thick with Indians, who rent the 
air with their shrieks and war- 
whoops. From rocks and trees they 
sprang on the troops like wild beasts. 
Washington had his horse shot and 
Braddoek got such a wound that 
then* was no hope for his life. They 
had to floe from the foe, and he died 
on the way His last words were 
to Washington: u Obl if I bad hut 
done as you said, all might have 

been well — otatleaetour loss would 

not bati been so greftt." He left 
Washington a horse* that had been 
witli him through the wars, and an 
old slave whom he had brought up 
to serve him. 

When the news of this tight was 
brought »vernor Dmwiddie, 

there was great fear of the Indians 
now that they had shown how strong 
ere, They knew, too, that 
If It bad POl been for Washington, 
their hopes would all bo lost. 
raddoek lost the fight/' they 
said, •* but Washington was the one 
who saved the troops H 

When the heads of the State met 
they made a vote to give Washing- 



ton a large sum, to day, if they 
could, for all he had done for them, 
ami they made him the chief of all 
the troops in the colonies. His fust 
step was to place his men so that 
they could stop the Indians wh»n 
they tried to rob and bum the homes 
of the land. He did this so well 
that begot much praise for his work. 
To aid him in this task he made all 
his men dress in the same garb as , 
the Indian*, This was a great help 
to them, as it was light and Cheap, 

When our men met in Phila- 
delphia in May, 1787, to frame the 
laws of the land, Washington met 
with them; and the laws then fixed 
on ami put in force are much the 
same as those we use to daw Then 
Washington was at once thought of 
as the right man for President 
You know the way we choose a 
President la this land is by votes. 

All men do not think the same 
way or hold the same views, so there 
have been at all times two or more 
bands of men who chose whom they 
would have for President and Vice 
PioMdent. Tin* side that gets the 
most votes wins the day, of course. 

In our day these two bauds of 
men aie known as Democrats and 
Republicans. In years past Ihe 
last were known by the name of 
Whige at Otie time. Washington 
did not wish, at his age (near three- 
store), to take a place of such great 
care and trust, but he was led to do 
so at last. On his way to take this 
high place he was Ifkilod with joy 
by all. Tin* bells rang out glad 
peals from the church spires of the 
towns through which he pained, and 
young girls clad ill white strewed 
his path with sweet buds and hlooips. 
and wreaths were hung and flags 
fluugs orti to the breeze, and the 
cries of crowds rent the air. 

While President, Washington liv 
ed in a plain way (for pomp and 
show were not to his taste), he was 
prompt in his way, and did all things 
by rule. He was kind to t ft 096 who 
served him, but strict, and would 
not let them slight their work. 
When one of his clerks who came 
late each day gave as was cause more 
than once that his watch slow, he 
said tJ him: "Well, well you must 
get a new watch, or I must get a 
new clerk." 

The Indians once more stirred up 
war and Washington sent out a 
small force to bring them to terms. 

He served two terms as President, 
hut would not lake a third. 

Washington spent the last y< 
of his life in peace at home. Amer- 

iea could ask no more from his 
hands — his work was done. His 
aim had been the one i<> save her 
in the dark hours that came ere the 
dawn that made us free, and now 
he must have rest. On the tSth day 
of December, 1799, lie went out to 
take a ride. At noon snow and 
rain fell, but he Went his rounds 
just the same in sptto of it. He 
had felt ere he went on his ride that 
his throat was sore, and no doubt 
ho caught more OOld as he made his 
rounds through the storm. lie had 
to take to his bed and it was with 
great pain that he could breathe*. 

All known cores were tried, but la 

vain. The end was neat* At ten 

in Ihe night they gave up all hope, 
and his wife was brormht, to the 
couch where the brave man lay id 
pain. He tried to speak once or 
twice, but did not have the strength. 
At length lie said, in a low voice 
that was full of hope for life to come, 
M Tin well, 'tis well P These were 
his lasl words.

Mt. Vernon is known as the h« 
of George Washington, though he 
was not born there, nor did he eome 
into possession of it until in middle 
of life, He was born at Bridge's
